But, he 
said, there is no intention of shut- 
ting down non-defense plants until 
new defense plants are ready to 
provide employment. 

Another witness before the com- 
mittee, Budget Director Harold D. 
Smith, testified Britain had spent 
or obligated $2,700,000,000 for de- 
fense equipment in the United 
States up to Jan. 1. 

U. 8S. to Pick Up Load. 

“This would mean,” Senator Ad- 
ams (Dem.), Colorado, remarked, 
“that the British spending would 
stop at $2,700,000,000 and we would 
oad up the load and add $7,000,000,- 


Gen. George C. Marshall, army 
chief of staff, told the committee 
that all future buying for Britain 
would be done by this Government 
under the lease-lend program. This, 
he said, would make procurement 
of defense articles more expeditious 
and efficient. 

Senator Byrnes (Dem.), South 
Carolina, asked at one point what 
effect the lease-lend program would 
have upon Latin-American nations. 

‘“They are looking at this with a 
great deal of interest from two 
points of view,” Gen, Marshall re- 
plied. “One is they are hopeful 
that they can obtain some muzni- 
tions as we get the larger program 
under way. The other is that they 
accept this as a definite indication 
that we mean business.”

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SENATE REVERSES 
ITS VOTE 10 BAR 
ARGENTINE BEET 


Motion Corrects Roll Call 
to Break Tie, Permit 
Navy Purchases — Issue 
Goes to Conference. 


WASHINGTON, March 24 (AP). 
Reversing a previous vote, the 
Benate approved today a proposal 
to permit navy purchases of canned 
corned beef from Argentina. 

The proposal, offered as an 
amendment to the naval supply bill, 
failed on a tie vote of 32 to 32 last 
week. Vice-President Wallace was 
entertaining at a luncheon and thus 
was not present to break the tie. 

Without objection, the Senate to- 
day approved a motion by Senator 
Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, the ma- 
jority leader, to correct the roll call 
to make the vote 33 to 32 in favor 
‘of the amendment. The amend- 
ment then was ordered engrossed as 
a part of the naval bill. 

Barkley made his motion after 
Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia 
had told the Senate he had voted 
for the amendment, but that his 
vote had not been recorded. 

Senator McNary (Rep.), Oregon, 
the minority leader, agreed that 
the roll call and the Senate journal 


“should conform to the truth.” Mc- | 


Nary said he ws: satisfied that 
Russell had voted for the amend- 
ment. 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
who had opposed th amendment, 
referred briefly to Wallace’s ab- 
gence last week. 

Adams returned to Wallace’s 
luncheon, and under the mistaken 
impression that the amendment had 


been adopted, had told the Vice- 
President that “the cause of justice 
has been defeated.” Then Wallace 
decided to remain at the luncheon. 

“7 am happy that this correction 
can be made,” Adams said with a 
smile, “because it verifies and justi- 
fies the statement I made to the 
Vice-President.” 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said he 
could not see how Congress could 
have passed the appropriation bill 
constitutionally, as members voted 
on final passage believing the com- 


mittee’s beef amendment had lost. 
He said some might have voted 
against the bill had they known of 
ithe error in the vote. 

| Wallace replied that correction 
of the journal was the only point 
before the chamber. 

The House has refused to change 
the present law, which prohibits 
purchases of navy foods outside the 
country unless they cannot be 
bought here. 

As a result of the .Senate’s re- 
versal, the issue now goes to a 
conference committee. Had _ the 
Senate not reversed itself the com- 
mittee could not have considered

WASHINGTON, March 24 (AP). 
The Defense Commission fixed 
prices yesterday for scrap and" sec- 
ondary aluminum and said such ac- 
tion was imminent for iron, steel 


and zine scrap. 
Announcing a price schedule for 
aluminum scrap, Leon Henderson, 
director of the price stabilization 
division, asserted: 
“The powers of the Government 
to place compulsory orders, to con- 


demn or requisition properties, to 
issue priorities and to use other 
powers to carry out the defense 
program will be exerted to the ut- 
most against any person whom we 
find to be disregarding these sell- 
ing prices.” 

The action was the second time 
the commission has established a 
price ceiling, the first occasion be- 
ing on Feb. 17 when prices were 
pegged for second-hand machine 
tools. Aluminum and machine tools 
already have been put under a 
rationing system by the Office of 
Production Management, 

Henderson said “serious infla- 
tionary pressures” existed in the 
scrap and secondary aluminum 
market, adding that reports had 
been received of aluminum scrap 
sold at 32. cents a pound, almost 
double the price of the virgin 
metal. 

In saying that schedules were 
imminent for iron, steel and zinc 
scrap, Henderson said that “appar- 
ently unwarranted price increases 
in various other industries” had 
occurred. 

“Should these movements con- 
tinue,” he added, “price ceilings 
will have to be established in these 
industries. We hope this action 
will not be necessary, but if it is 
we are ready to enforce reasonable 
price limits.” 

The price schedule for aluminum 
scrap becomes effective immedi- 
ately. The scale varies for differ- 
ent types of scrap with a top of 
14% cents a pound for pure clips 
and cables. The top price for 98 
per cent pure aluminum ingots is 
17 cents a pound.

Fred J. Saddy, chairman of the 
NBA championship committee, de- 
clared the National Boxing Asso- 
ciation was willing to do anything 
within its power to settle disputes 
over recognition of champions. 
Some of the fighters recognized as 
champions by the NBA are not rec- 
ognized in New York and other 
states which are not members of 
the association. 

“The NBA is very much interest- 
ed in having but one recognized 
champion in each division,” Saddy 
said, “and would like to see other 
claimants settle their dispute in or 
outside of NBA territory.

Lump Sum From U. S. 


The United States will, however, 
make a lump sum settlement with 
the British Government, on the 
basis of real estate valuation sur- 
veys, so that private owners will be 
paid a fair price for any property 
taken over or damaged. 

The United, St-tes, through the 
army or navy, will exercise full ad- 
ministration and control at all 
bases. 

No duty will be charged on mate-

NITED STATES MARINES in 
steel helmets and carrying 
bayonets fixed to rifles pa- 
trolled principal thoroughfares in 
sections of the International Settle- 
iment tonight after 10 persons had 
been killed and 56 injured in ter- 
ijrorist bombings of two banks af- 
filated with the Chinese Govern- 
ment at Chungking. 

The marines took up guard of 
nearby American property immedi- 
ately after the explosions, with- 
drew when International Settle- 
ment authorities called out reserve 
police, and then re-established their 
patrol as a result of new uncer- 
tainties in the situation. 

All casualties were Chinese. Many 
of the injured were in serious con- 
dition. 

One explosion which wrecked the 
building housing a branch of the 
Céntral Bank of China in the Ine 
ternational Settlement killed three 
and injured 36. ; 

Two bombs, one explosive and the 
other incendiary, blew out the in- 
terior of a Bank of China branch 
at the Canidrom dog-racing track 
in the French concession, killing 
seven and injuring 20. 

Attempts were made to blow up 
at least two other properties of 
Chungking-affiliated banks. 

Patrol Sergt. R. O. Thoemmes, of 
the International Settlement police, 
a former marine whose home is 
Cleveland, O., was credited with 
saving many lives in the Central 
Bank explosion. 

Called to the-bank to investigate 
a strange package, he recognized 
the danger and drove out about 100 
Chinese bank clerks. The blast 
shook the neighborhood just as they 
reached the ‘street level, Thoemmes 
was knocked down by the concus- 
sion but was unhurt.

QUESTIONS ABOUT THE SEAWAY. 

Even. the most ardent supporters of ‘the proposed 
27-foot seaway from the head of the Great Lakes 
down the St. Lawrence River to the Atlantic must 
be dubious about the way in which President Roose- 
velt presents it to the country this time. 

In the first place, there’ is a serious question as 
to whether the seaway can be offered legitimately 
as a defense measure. It has two main purposes, 
both of which are, in themselves, praiseworthy. One 
is to provide a low-cost water route from the in- 
terior of the country to the ocean. The other is to 
create cheap electricity from the water power along 
the American-Canadian boundary. 

Transportation and electric power obviously have 
their important national defense aspects. But the 
St. Lawrence seaway could not be completed before 
1945, even if it were started immediately. Should 
the Federal Government begin the construction of 
‘warships in Great Lakes ports, as the President im- 
| plied might be done, these ships could not be taken 
to the ocean until the seaway’s completion, and that 
might be delayed much beyond the schedule, 

It would be an obvious and costly mistake to build 
and enlarge Great Lakes shipyards during the next 
year and a half to two years and then construct war- 
ships in these yards, only to have the vessels locked 
inland for want of a channel to float them to the sea. 
If the administration would like to make use of Mid- 
dle Western defense resources and facilities, it can 
find a more likely means than this. 


F a speech like the recent fireside chat 
Tot Franklin D. Roosevelt fails to. 
arouse some American to stand up and 
fight for democracy and freedom, there 
is something radically wrong, not merely 
with that American’s Americanism, but 
with his gizzard. 

Thank heaven for a country where the 
leaders can still speak without guile and 
without equivocation, without half-heart- 
edness and fear. Think of the poor and 
humiliated countries of Europe today. 
Not a man in any one of them, except in 
Britain and Greece, can make a plain, | 
straight-from-the-shoulder speech about, 
anything, and especially not about inter-| 
national relations and this war. 

Here is a great republic which chooses 
now, almost two years later than it ought, 
to stand and fight for freedom in its own 
borders and in the world of like-minded 
peoples, and its chief executive can speak 
out plainly, so honestly and with such 
straightforwardness that the simplest 
mind in any continent can understand it. 

Contrast that with the shenanigans of 
the Russian leadership. Compare it with 
Turkey and Yugoslavia, hemming and 
hawing. Contrast it with the wishy- 
washy Spanish leadership which seems 
waiting to see who is going to be the 
winner. 

Contrast all this with the position of 
the people of the United States, as spoken 
through their President—honest, earnest, 
determined, with no bridges cunningly 
devised behind them for retreat. 

For us Americans, there is just one 
word, Napoleon’s favorite word even 
when he was uncertain of the ultimate 
outcome, one word which he could always 
utter and always uttered, even in the 
greatest dangers—Forward!

No Choice for the Girls.

Indeed, a good case Gan be made for the proposition 
that the launching of the St. Lawrence seaway proj- 
ect at this time would be an unwise misdirection of 
funds which should go into needed defense works. 
We require airplanes, machines, munitions, new de- 
fense products from laboratories—the defensive weap- 
ons of the new-style war. How will it help that pro- 
gram to spend some $270,000,000 on a long-term navi- 
gation and water power project is not made clear by 
the President's letter. 

Canada’s doubt on this score is expressed about as 
plainly as the niceties of diplomatic language will 
allow. Prime Minister Mackenzie King, in his note 
to our Canadian Minister, Jay Pierrepont Moffat, em- 
phasizes the urgency of “the most careful examina- 
tion of any proposed expenditure from the point of 
view of public need and in the light of war require- 
ments,” and asks for American reassurance that “in 
the existing circumstances” the project “should now 
be proceeded with.” 

If Canada, which is a warring Power, legally and 
militarily in the conflict, raises the question of tim- 
ing, it would seem the course of wisdom on the part 
of the United States to satisfy itself as to necessity 
before it embarks on an undertaking of such financial 
magnitude in our own emergency. 

A second serious question about the presentation 
of the project arises from its changed status before 
Congress. In the past, it has been offered as a 
treaty negotiated by the chief executives of Canada 
and the United States and submitted to the Senate for 
ratification by a two-thirds majority as required by 
the Constitution. 

This time it appears, not as treaty, but as an “in- 
ternational agreement,” and is sent ¢o Congress, not 
for ratification by two-thirds of the Senate, but for 
simple majorities in both chambers.

On Oct. 23, 1940, Mr. Willkie was not interested in 
the elimination of isolationist sentiment. He was 
saying: “If he (Mr. Roosevelt) does not remember 
(his campaign promises to keep America out of 
war) longer (than the economy promises of 1932), 
then I fear our boys will soon be on the transports.” 
And on Oct. 31 he was asking, with biting sarcasm: 
“Why shouldn’t we expect to be at war by April 
1, 1941, if he (Roosevelt) is elected?” 
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LATE SPRING IN MOSCOW. 

It’s a late spring in the Soviet Union. Or so it would 
seem from the frigidity of the official reception for 
the Japanese diplomatic tourist, Mr. Matsuoka. It 
was never thus when Herr Ribbentrop’s plane, in the 
haleyon days of the Russo-German non-aggression 
pact, taxied to a tumultuous weleome of military 
bands and the occupant disembarked to fall into the 
affectionate arms of Comrade Molotov. Herr Rib- 
bentrop’s plane was greeted as Americans greet the 
first robin. 

But not Mr. Matsuoka at the railway station. 
There’s something less vernal about the Russo-Jap- 
anese non-aggression prospects. Mr. Matsuoka is 
treated according to protocol, but not a whit beyond 
that. The Russians are masters at generating an 
atmosphere that is correct but chilly.

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A DECISION TO CURB PENSION ABUSES. 

The State Supreme Court has handed down a senai- 
ble and logical decision in ruling that persons already 
being supported by their families or friends are not 
entitled to old-age pensions, In view of the pension 
amendment’s specific language, limiting assistance to 
aged persons “who are incapacitated from earning a 
livelihood and are without means of support,” it is 
difficult to see how any court could rule otherwise. 
However, the decisions of the Butler County Circuit 
Court and the Springfield Court of Appeals, which 
the Supreme Court overruled, would have given judi- 
cial approval to a widespread abuse and swollen the 
already huge number of beneficiaries. 

This assistance for the aged, as the Supreme Court 
pointed out, is not a right, but a special benefit for 
needy persons. If no showing of necessity were re- 
quired, the rolls would be open to all comers, regard- 
less of other income. As it is, Missouri has the larg- 
est number of pension recipients, in proportion to 
population, of any state in the Union, simply because 
thousands of undeserving persons are on the rolls. 
With 109,000 pension recipients, the total cost is near- 
ing $2,000,000 a month, but the average check is only 
$17, instead of the $30 hopefully written into the 
law. 

Elimination of the undeserving, attempted many 
times without success, should now become more read- 
ily possible with the Supreme Court’s decision in the 
record. The purge could be carried even further if 
the Legislature passes a law denying pensions to 
aged persons with children capable of supporting 
them. In other states, notably New York, such a 
statute keeps the pension outlay within reasonable 
bounds, and averts the disgraceful spectacle of chil- 
dren deliberately evading their moral obligations in 
order to have their parents supported by the state. 
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BELGRADE-VIENNA EXPRESS. 

Once again on Sunday night, a special train stood 
ready in the Belgrade railroad station to carry the 
Prince-Regent and the Yugoslav plenipotentiaries to 
Vienna for the signing of that non-aggression pact 
with the Nazis. And after long hours of waiting, the 
fire was again drawn. The train did not depart. 

Despite increasing German pressure, another ef- 
fort had failed to find men willing to sign the docu- 
ment. Public demonstrations against it are increas- 
ing, according to the cables. There is real danger of 
civil war should it be signed. The old Serbian rebel 
songs are ringing through the streets. 

That the Serbs—and they are the dominant element 
in Yugoslavia—should remember the last war is un- 
derstandable. Old hates have a way of rekindling. 
And, then, while Serbia was overrun, a greater Yugo- 
slavia emerged at Versailles. The Serbs, apparently, 
are ready for the same game and the same odds. 

But can they make this attitude prevail? Can they 
resist the Nazi pressure? Can they make Hitler 
take Yugoslavia at sword’s point or not at all? Again 
a train has steam up. Will it finally roll out of the 
station, whistle moaning in the night, headed for the 
Wiener Bahnhoff? 
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A RASH VENTURE. 

Definitely, there was an atmosphere about street 
cars and busses as St. Louis went to work this Mon- 
day morning!

No- 
where can they find a woman who will buy one scent 
and let it go at that. 

No, this is a matter of moods and colors and occa- 
sions. For a green dress, one flacon is, uncorked, 
for a red dress, another. For a dinner party a dif- 
ferent essence is dabbed behind the ear than for a 
tete-a-tete. A gay mood calls for something light, 
a sultry mood for something else again. 

That the Monday-morning, going-to-work mood of 
the women of St. Louis responds to the common de- 
nominator of camellia is a moot point, indeed.

But the danger of 
gradually blunting our liberties is always inherent 
in such measures. It is inherent in the Hobbs and 
Walter bills, even if Congress waters them down 
to the extent urged by Attorney General Robert 
Jackson. Once the entering wedge drives into the 
wall of civil liberties, no one can tell how quickly 
the whole redoubt will crumble.

éé IVE the dollar-a-year men two bucks 
6 a year and get better help.” 

That was the gag of the evening 
at the press correspondents’ show, after 
President Roosevelt made his great speech 
a week ago Saturday night. It was a frac- 
tionally true word spoken in jest. 

We'd go much, much farther. We'd either 
multiply the pay of the dollar-a-year men 
some thousands of times—or else fire ’em. 

We'd pay them what they’re worth, or 
not have them around. 

To be blunt about it, we don’t like the 
whole idea of dollar-a-year men. Nor do 
we mind stating our reasons. 

First, it’s too class-conscious, 

We object to setting up a preferred class 
of patriots. And that’s said without reflect- 
ing on any of those 100 or so dollar-a-year 
boys down in Washington now. Most folks 
we know just can’t afford to take any job 
at $1 a year, yét they're as patriotic as 
they come. Because a few are so well-to-do 
they can work for nothing is no reason 
they should be permitted to do so.

Second reason: The laborer is worthy of 
his hire. 

Rarely does anyone get something for 
nothing. We shouldn’t expect it. Those 
summoned to aid in the defense program 
should be paid accordingly, and expected to 
serve accordingly. One buck a year is a 
sub-standard wage, not only in monetary 
terms but in its other implications, Which 
leads us to Reason Three: 

No man can serve two masters. 

It’s no secret that some of the dollar-a- 
year men, like Donald Nelson, formerly of 
Sears-Roebuck, are doing grand jobs for 
Uncle Sam, But others are in there chisel- 
ing around in the interests of their former 
employers. Several, we’re told, are on the 
other end of monopoly charges being pressed 
by the Department of Justice, and others 


have been spending most of their time sew- 
ing up fat contracts and freezing out the 
little sub-contracting concerns. 

There must be no divided loyalty; these 
men should be working 100 per cent for 
Uncle Sam—or else 100 per cent for their 
old concerns, 

There’s been a lot of suspicion about the 
way monopolistic bottlenecks in defense 
have been covered up in OPM. It’s been 
but a few months since Edward Stettinius 
Jr. told the public there was no shortage 
in aluminum. Everybody knows there is 
now. The Wall Street Journal reports that 
aluminum refrigerator trays from stored 
electric ice boxes have been commandeered 
in the emergency. 

* * 

New Dealers in Washington have been 
alarmed, too, over the cavalier way in which 
contracts have been doled out, with scant 
checkup; with little or no bidding and a ten- 
dency to ride roughshod over labor laws. 
And one story tells how a liberal in the 
defense setup, who sought to keep down 
the cost of United States shoe purchases, 
was fired after a protest by important shoe 
manufacturers from New England. Then 
the head of the New England committee of 
complainers was given the job. 

All this is why a congressional investi- 
gation of the dollar-a-year men has been 
demanded, and is likely to materialize. 

That is why we urge that the setup be 
dropped; that Uncle Sam hire those men 
qualified for their jobs, pay them decent 
salaries and let the chiselers and patriots- 
for-profit scram. 

Uncle Sam ought not to be under any spe- 
cial obligation to anybody. 

The history of the World War. warns 
against this sort of special privilege in pa- 
triotism—the privilege of muscling inside 
the defense program for the bargain price 
of $1 a year.

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IN NEW YORK SCHOOLS 


Legislative Committee Says It 
Found Evidence of Sub- 
versive Activities, 


ALBANY, N, Y., March 24 (AP). 
—A legislative investigating com- 
mittee reported today unearthing 
evidence of ‘subversive activities in 
New York City’s educational sys- 
tem. 

The committee based its report 
on a seven-month inquiry which 
also asserted “the vast majority” of 
teachers, administrators and stu- 
dents are “loyal, devoted supporters 
of the democratic system of gov- 
ernment.” 

The report, to be submitted to the 
Legislature today, claimed evidence 
of “such great emphasis” on money- 
collecting from Communist party 
members “as to suggest the possi- 
bility of a financial racket.” 

“The dues and expenses were so 
geared to the earning power of the 


members, generally persons of 
small gincome, as to constitute a 
heavy financial burden on them,” 
said the report. “The solicitation 
of funds was constant. As one wit- 
ness expressed it, it was the most 
expensive kind of a poor man’s 
club.” 

Other testimony received at hear- 
ings in New York City showed, the 
committee asserted, that Com- 
munist public education activity 
“was and undoubtedly continues to 
be conspiratorial in nature”; re- 
quires college Communist units to 
give detailed personal information 
annually, and compels instructors 
to “inject Communism into their 
teachings without being detected.” 
The committee noted that in seek- 
ing evidence of Fascist and Nazi 
activities in the schools “thus far 
no substantial evidence has been 
unearthed of organized activity of 
this character.”

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U. S. PORTS FOR BRITAIN 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


WASHINGTON, March 24. 
N the days before he left for 
his vacation, the President gave 


every available minute to study- 
ing how best to meet the German 
air and submarine threat to Brit- 
ain’s shipping life-lines, conferring 
repeatedly about it with Lord Hali- 
fax, Harry L. Hopkins and the 
chairman of the Maritime Com- 
mission, Admiral Emery 8S. Land. 
He took with him aboard his 
cruiser a thick pile of memoranda 
on the subject.. And on his return, 
when he will have had time to 
make up his mind, there will be 
important developments in the ship- 
ping situation. 


Meanwhile, at least one big step 
has already been resolved on. Plans 
have been made to extend to mer- 
chant shipping the principle in the 
Lease-Lehd bill, under which dam- 
aged British war vessels are to be 


received in American naval ship- 


yards. New York, Baltimore and 
perhaps other suitable Atlantic’ 
coast cities are to be transformed 
into great marine depots for Brit- 
ain, where the battered freighters 
of the convoys may be repaired, 
re-fitted, fueled and generally put 
in shape again for their dangerous 
task: Insofar as possible, al] the 
work on thé British ships that 
would normally be done at home 
will now be done on this side of 
the Atlantic. The major home 
ports of the British merchant ma- 
rine will soon be in the United 


iStates. 


Exploding Incendiaries. 

HE reason for this is to be 
T found in the deep concern of 
the authorities here over the 
problem of Britain’s west coast 
ports, which has lately worried our 
strategists even more than the 
problem of the Balkans. If the 
Germans win a victory in the Bal- 
kans, it will be bad. But if the 
Germans succeed in closing Glas- 
gow, Liverpool, Bristol, Cardiff and 
Swansea, it will be disastrous. For 
with the North Sea and Channel 
too dangerous for Britain’s con- 
voys, the five ports on the west 
coast are the gateways through 
which Britain gets supplies from 
the outside world, and sends sup- 
plies to her armies in the Mediter- 
ranean. 


In the past 10, days, the west 
coast ports have been the most fre- 
quent objectives of the intensified 
German air attack that marks the 
beginning of the new war crisis. 
The raids on them are the first, 
and perhaps the most dangerous 
phase of the German effort to cut 
off Britain from this country and 
the empire. And the raids have 
been very terrible. 


They have been carried out by: 
the new German  four-engined 
heavy bombers, the Focke-Wulf 
Curiers, production of which in 
quantity is now believed to have 
been the purpose of the German 
air factory re-tooling in November 
and December. The Focke-Wulfs 
have far longer range and much 
greater bomb-carrying capacity 
than the Dorniers, Junkers and 
other medium bombers chiefly used 
by the Germans last summer. Be- 
cause of their range, they can take 
off from their bases on the French 
coast, circle out beyond the British 
Isles, and thus in from the West 


over the sea, even at Glasgow in 
the far North. Thus interception 


which also explodes and so hampers 
civilian fire-fighting, they do 
worse damage. Finally, they are 
able to fly at an altitude beyond 
the reach of the British anti-air- 
craft guns. 

The Turn-Around. 


HE news reports have told 

part of the story of the destruc- 

tion wrought by the raids. The 
bombing has been so serious that 
in one case, temporary evacuation 
of more than 100,000 persons was 
necessary. Fortunately, however, 
even after the grim experience of 
the last days, most American and 
British experts are convinced that 
the West coast ports cannot be 
wholly closed. 

The main thing, therefore, is to 
reduce the strain on the ports as 
much as possible; and this is the 
purpose of the President’s plan’ 
outlined above. A port’s useful- 
ness is measured by the number 
of ships it can handle in a given 
time. The time required for the 
“turn-around” of a ship is quite as 
important as the number of docks, 
since a port can handle three times 
as many ships if the average 
freighter takes a week to come in, 
be unloaded, and prepare to put 
out to sea again, than if it takes 
three weeks. Using New York 
and Baltimore as home ports, the 
British convoys need only unload 
and re-load at Liverpool and Glas- 
gow, saving the long time normal- 
ly required for the work that will 
now be done here, and thus mak- 


ing the “turn-around” far quicker.| (Co, 


In order to speed up the trun- 
cated “turn-around” still further, 
British Minister of Labor Ernest 
Bevin has recently mobilized the 
British dockworkers to improve 
unloading and re-loading methods. 
Then, too, the West coast ports 
are to be permanently relieved of 
all superfluous civilian population, 
and inland transport is being re- 
planned so that goods pass through 
the ports more rapidly, and run 
less risk of destruction in the dock 
warehouses. Finally, the British 
night fighter force, to which the 
Focke-Wulfs are not invulnerable, 
is constantly being increased, and 
the bottleneck of personnel to 
work the secret night pursuit de- 
vice is on the wey to being re- 
moved, In short the problem of 
the West coast ports, like most 
other major war problems, seems 
to be proving grave but not insol- 
uble. :

HE executive order setting up the most important part of it. 
the new national defense me-;F or here is to be found the declara- 


diation board “declares it to be 
the duty of employers. and em- 
ployes” to .make “every possible 
effort to settle all their disputes 
without any interruption in pro- 
duction or transportation.” It is 
true, as Representative Sumners, 
chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, says, that the board 
has “no power” to enforce this 
duty. It is true that a declara- 
tion of the President does not 
create duties which have the force 
of law. But Congress and the 
President can make laws. And 
since the President has made this 
declaration, and since Mr. Sum- 
ners’ committee is studying and 
will very wisely continue to study 
legislation to enforce it, and since 
Congress and the public would sup- 
port such legislation, there will 
exist very great compulsion on all 
concerned to arrive at voluntary 
agreements. When it is known that 
a failure to reach voluntary agree- 
ments would lead quickly to legal 
compulsion, the inducement to 
reach voluntary agreements is very 
much increased. 


For while under this arrangement 
the right to strike, the right to lock- 
out, the right to refuse conciliation 
are not outlawed, the practical situ- 
ation is that these rights will be 
suspended by law if they are in 
fact exercised. The success of the 
board will determine whether legal 
compulsion ig necessary. But be- 
cause legal compulsion could so 
readily be placed behind the ma- 
chinery of the board, the prospects 
of a voluntary industrial peace 
should be considerable. The board 
itself is excellently manned and the 
members will command public re- 
spect. They will operate on the 
principle that stoppages are moral- 
ly outlawed and will be legally 
outlawed as well if, nevertheless, 
stoppages occur,

tion of duty which Congress can, 
if necessary, make a legal duty. 
Here is the provision that workers 
and managers must give “suffici- 
ent advance notice of any threat- 
ened interruptions to continuous 
production as will permit  .xplora- 


jtion of all avenues of possible set- 


tlement so as to avoid strikes, stop- 
pages, or lockouts”—in other words, 
here is provided that “cooling-off 
period” which Congress will, if 
necessary, make compulsory. The 
new organization is so arranged, 
therefore, that the duties which are 
“declared” by an executive order 
of the President could speedily be 
enacted into law if labor and man- 
agement should not voluntarily car- 
ry out these duties. In the pres- 
ent temper of Congress and the 
country any evidence that the 
board could not enforce these 
duties by moral suasion would be 
followed quickly by legal compul- 
sion, 

In an environment of this sort 
we may hope, keeping our fingers 
crossed, that voluntary agreement 
will work. The field work is en- 
trusted to the United States Con- 
ciliation Service in the Department 
of Labor which is under the direc- 
tion of Mr. John A. Steelman. 

This is a very competent and 
experienced organization. It is gen- 
erally understood, for example, that 
the strike in the Vultee plant would 
never have got so nearly out of 
hand had Mr. Steelman been 
brought in much earlier in the dis- 
pute. In any event it is this organ- 
ization which will have to do the 
primary work of keeping peace, 
backed by Mr. Dykstra’s board, 
which in its turn will be backed 
by public opinion and the 
prospect of legislation by Congress. 
If legal action is eventually neces- 
sary, the system under which it 
would have to operate would be 
just about the same system as we 
now have. The conciliation service 
would still have to be the primary 
agent of the Government. There 
would still have to be a board to 
determine when the law had to be 
invoked. And the law would have 
to prescribe the duties which the 
executive order “declares.” 

* * . 

HAT we need, then, to realize 

is that while this system is 
in fact or can readily be made ade- 
quate for avoiding stoppages in in- 
dustry, there are on the horizon 
problems which it will not be pos- 
sible for labor and management in 
particular plants or even industries 
to solve. These are the problems 
which are bound to arise from the 
tremendous transformation of the 
whole economy which the defense 
program requires. Such a trans- 
formation is certain to dislocate 
many things: the supply and de- 
mand for materials and labor by 
industries and by localities, prices, 
the costs of production, ‘established 
markets, conditions of employment, 
rents, housing, apprenticeship. 

Out of these dislocations there 
are bound to develop problems—yet 
problems which neither the manage- 
ment nor the workers in a particu- 
lar industry can solve. They will 
req@Mire measures which belong to 
the general conduct.of the whole 
defense effort: the fiscal measures 
to prevent inflation and to distrib- 
ute the burden of sacrifice, the ad- 
ministration of priorities, of the ra- 
tioning of resources, of general and 
of specific prices. 


* ¢ ¢ 
HESE measures are beyond the 
province of the Dykstra board. 
Yet if it is conducted wisely and 
with foresight, this board will in 
its daily work quickly become 
aware of the need of the larger 
measures, and because it is so com- 
petent and so representative it 
should develop into something like 
an industrial advisory council to 
which the administration and the 
Congress and the public would look 
for guidance. Thus it could fill a 
want which is quite serious in 
Washington—a want arising from 
the fact that because authority is 
so distributed among departments 
which are so burdened with admin- 
istration, there is no place where 
large general questions of policy 
are adequately considered.

A Wrong Way. 
Finesse Sets 
Bridge. Player

O much has been written on the 
§ iniquity of finessing that it now 
is a case of “give the dog a bad 
name, etc.” Actually, of course, & 
finesse is like every other play. It 
may be either well or badly calcu- 
lated. ‘Take the hand below, for 
example. Declarer was quite right 
in his judgment that a finesse was 
unavoidable. The trouble was that 
he took said finesse the wrong 
way!

The bidding was eminently cor- 
rect. South, it will be observed, 
first mentioned his spade suit with 
a simple “one-over-one,” but later, 
when North merely kept the bid- 
ding open with one no trump, South 
jumped all the way to game. It 
would have n incorrect for 
South to bid four spades directly 
Over one diamond. His possession 
of the K-Q of clubs made his hand, 
as a whole, slightly too strong for 
such a pre-emptive response. His 
sequence of bids, first one spade, 
then four spades, admirably de- 
scribed his holding. 


If West had been clairvoyant, he 
could have defeated the contract 
on the spot by opening a heart but 
I need scarcely say that his actual 
choice of the club jack cannot 
fairly be criticized. East won with 
the club ace and, for want of a bet- 
ter return, led back a low club, de- 
clarer winning. The singleton dia- 
mond now was led and taken with 
the ace, after which the diamond 
queen was returned for a “ruffing 
finesse.” Declarer’s theory, of 
course, was that if East covered 
this, he (declarer) would ruff and 
eventually get a discard of a heart 
on dummy’s diamond jack, thereby 
insuring his contract. Under many 
conditions, this is the correct meth- 
od of finessing when the closed 
hand has a singleton and the dum- 
my has the A-Q-J, or an equivalent 
combination. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the play did not fit this par- 
ticular occasion. East did not have 
the diamond king to put on the 
queen, and when declarer passed 
the agp discarding a low heart, 
West pounced with his king and 
promptly laid down the heart 
queen. Thereupon, two heart los- 
ers became unavoidable, and the 
sound contract was down one. 


Declarer had failed signally to 
appreciate the point of this hand. 
His only danger lay in the heart 
suit. He could well afford to lose 
a diamond trick if, by so doing, he 
established -two of dummy’s dia- 
monds for discards. He could not, 
however, afford to lose said dia- 
mond trick to West, because with 
west on lead, the heart king was 
in a highly vulnerable position. 
Thus it goes without saying that 
the diamond finesse should have 
been taken to dummy’s jack. If 
East had the king, what of it! East 
could not attack the heart king, 
nor could he put west on lead for 
that attack. On the other hand, if 
the diamond finesse held, a heart 
could be discarded on the diamond 
ace, and then declarer would not 
have to worry about his contract. 


If the hand had been slightly dif- 
ferent, with the heart king held by 
South instead of North, declarer’s 
method of handling the diamond 
suit would have been absolutely 
correct, becauge in that case East 
would be the “danger hand” which 
would have to be kept off the lead.

EPTIC ulcer is commonly called 

by the laity “stomach ulcers.” 

In the first place it is not 
“ulcers” as it always occurs as 4 
single ulcer. In the second place 
it is usually not in the stomach. 
but in the first part of the intes- 
tine beyond the opening from the 
stomach, the duodenum. These 
duodenal ulcers are 20 times as 
common as ulcer jon the stomach 
side of the pylorus. The symp- 
toms, however, are very similar 
and most people who say they have 
e “stomach ulcer” agtually have a 
duodenal ylcer. It is better, there- 
fore, to lump them both together 
and call it “peptic ulcer.” 

As I pointed out Saturday, the 
symptoms of peptic ulcer are li- 
able to be recurrent, and, while 
most of these ulcers eventually 
heal, the patient is likely to be 
troubled about this time of year 
and in the beginning of fall weath- 
er with the symptoms of dyspepsia. 
Physical and mental stresses at 
the change of seasons causes the 
recurftences and the mental 
stresses, by increasing the secre- 
tion of gastric juice, are just as 
important as the physical. 

In peptic ulcer the hydrochloric 
acid which is normally present. in 
the gastric juice, is greatly in- 
creased, and it is probable that 
this keeps the ulcer from healing. 

This increase i hydrochloric 
acid is the real key to our modern 
conception of the treatment of pep- 
tic ulcer—to keep the gastric juice 
neutralized either by diet or the 
use of neutralizing (alkaline) 
salts. In the strict treatment, 
which is often called the “Sippy 
treatment,” the patient goes to bed 
and ig completely neutralized by 
frequent doses of alkalies for a 
period of several weeks, — 


x * * 

IF ALL PEPTIC ULCER patients 
would submit to this treatment it 
is probable that recurrences could 
be cut down about 50 to 75 per 
cent, but most of them are unwill- 
ing to take time off and to submit 
to the strict discipline which this 
requires. ; 

It is certainly true that although 
the symptoms tend to recur, these 


patients can be made perfectly com- 


fortable in quite a short time and 
usually it makes no difference how 
often the recurrence has occurred, 
relief follows just the same. 

The diet should consist, in these 
cases, Of substances which will not 
be irritating and which will neu- 
tralize the largest amount of gas- 
tric juice. Such substances are 
proteins and fats, such as milk, 
milk and cream, tender lean meat 
—as the breast of chicken, eggs, 
beef, fish, etc. Starches and sweets 


and, many times, fruits, are likely - 


to cause irritation. All bread 
eaten should be toasted or consist 
of crusts. 

Most of these people find out 
for themselves that if they take 
soda or milk of magnesia, it will 
give them relief. These are the 
basis of the powders used in the 
Sippy treatment. 

Of late, a new substance has been 
introduced which, according to the 
reports the patients make, seems to 
work better than the old-time alka- 
line powders. This is aluminum 
hydroxide. It can be carried about 
in the pocket in the form of a sort 
of creamy liquid and is undoubtedfy 
very potent in neutralizing the ex- 
cess acidity of the stomach,. The 
principle of treatment with alum- 
inum hydroxide, however, is no dtf- 
ferent from that of the old Sippy 
treatment with alkaline powders. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

A. T.:—“What is the cause and 
a good remedy for bad breath if 
your teeth are in good condition?” 

Answer—Tonsils with infected 
crypts, sinus disease of the nose. 
Gargling and nasal douching are 
the remedies. 


E. P. H.:—“You have written 
that barbital tablets were harmful 
to middle-aged people. I am 48 
years of age and find my nerv- 
ousness is helped by a five-grain 
tablet at night. How is it harm- 
ful?” 

Answer—I did not mean to say 
that barbital tablets are always 
harmful. Sometimes they cause 
mental confusion in middle-aged 
people. If they work well, and 
give relief, as in your case, with- 
out any unpleasant by-effects, by 
all means continue to use them.

"Doodles" Weaver, Manhattan's Fa- 
vorite Clown, Is a University Grad- 
uate Who Earns a Living Imitating 


Lions, Worms and Baby Kangaroos.

* “DOODLES” WEAVER is a 
screwball, net, no discount. 

The son of a rich Californian, 
Doodles ¢ould prop his big feet 
comfortably on a mahogany desk 
in his papa’s roofing business of- 
fice and earn a nice living taking 
orders for shingles. Or, with his 
degree from Stanford University, 
he could carve a career out of mas- 
saging the mysteries of psychology 
into the craniums of college stu- 
dents. 


But not Doodles. He prefers in- 
stead to be known as The Fabulous 
Fool, The Maddest Man in Man- 
hattan, The Loony Lad who makes 
a nice living out of imitating lions, 
worms, baby langaroos, yaks and 
Ted Husing, out of singing “Am I 
Blue?” with a blue bag over.his 
head, out of beginning his clown 
act by announcing “the manage- 
ment will now lock the doors and 


’ beat the devil out of the audience.”

He is the sort of guy who actually 
enjoys being regarded as a strange 
psychopathic case and encourages 
the impression that he is a fugitive 
from the batty bin. 

“When I was 4 years old, I 
used to stand on one leg and fish 
for mackerel in the gutter when it 
rained,” Doodles Weaver told me 
the other day, as we sat on a saw- 
horse in the boiler room of the 
Mansfield Theater here where he is 
currently clowning in the musical 
revue, “Meet the People.” 

“My folks never knew whether I 
was going to walk, fly or swim 
until I was 12. At that age, my 
idea of fun was playing the Pied 
Piper of Catalina over on Catalina 
Island. Id walk through the 
streets playing on my trumpet and 
when I got a bunch of kids follow- 
ing me, I’d walk off the end of the 
pier with my clothes on. There 
were always two or three of my 
friends who would walk off with 
me. It was quite an act.” 


Slightly disturbed by the gossip 
of their neighbors to the effect that 
the Weavers’ red-headed offspring 
was a little wacky, Doodles’ par- 
ents plopped him into a private 
schoo] until he was ready for uni- 
versity and then deluded into be- 
lieving that he had outgrown his 
juvenile dementia, they sent him 
to Stanford University. At that es- 
timable institution of learning, 


Doodles distinguished himself by 
making excellent marks, getting 
himself elected president of Beta 
Theta Pi, being discovered under 
the shroud at the formal unveiling 
of a statue to Herbert Hoover and 
finally by showing up at graduation 
exercises on roller skates to receive 
his diploma.

I knew a 
lot of movie people and so I just 
went to work in the movies.” 

All told, Doodles has made some 
20 movies, 10 of them punk, 10 
good. His latest and best is Harold 
Lloyd’s “A Guy, a Girl and a Gob.” 
A quick look will spot him in 
“Kitty Foyle.” But his biggest suc- 


cess came when he joined up with, 


a bunch of young Hollywood squirts 
who knew they had talent but 
didn’t know what to do with it ex- 
cept put on their own show, which 
they called “Meet the People,” and 
which now has better than a year’s 
record in Hollywood, San Francis- 
co, Denver and Chicago, with three 
months of capacity houses in New 
York.

Honey Angel Food Cake.

Pour into an angel- 
food cake pan and bake in a slow 
oven (300 degrees) for about 50 
minutes. Invert the tin, cool and 
remove the cake to a cooling rack.

Re- 
ligion ts the philosophy of living 
that allows true democracy to 
function. Both these high social 
achievements must be the flower 
of daily, repeated, intelligent ex- 
periences. Are we heading toward 
them in our practices?

There are those who would limit 
America’s reading, as Berlin limits 
Germany’s listening,’ who would 
gag the press as Hitler has gagged 
the air. They might not seem as 
obvious or drastic about it. The 
penalties might not be as harsh. 
But in the long run, they’d be as 
tragic. For a people denied the 
truth and the basic right of free 
discussion perish as surely as 
though they rotted in concentra- 
tion camps. And a Yankee effort 
to curb free thought and expres- 
sion is exactly as deadly as a Nazi 
one. 

“But it couldn’t 
America!” you say. 

Don’t fool yourself; There’s no 
abomination which can’t be com- 
mitted in the U. S. A. just as thor- 
oughly as elsewhere, provided big- 
otry and tyranny once get the up- 
per hand. All it needs is some- 
thing we Americans already have 
plenty of—stupid, good-natured 
asinine belief; that exhilarating and 
asinine belife that “nobody can put 
anything over on us.” 

The simple truth is that Ameri- 
can thought can be hog-tied as 
completely as Berlin has hog-tied 
Germany’s. And by exactly the 
same methods. The Germans 
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Household Cleaner 


\ Evases the most stubborn dirt and 
grease with the least amount 
of rubbing 
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didn’t agree to be hog-tied, .. . 
nor did they expect it... nor 
even recognize it when it hap- 
pened. They thought as freely as 
other men—once. But little by lit- 
tle, restrictions were put on that 
thought—“emergency orders” . . , 
“considerations of policy”... .“Tem- 
porary sacrifices for the Father- 
land.” So today Germans listen 
only to what Hitler, Himmler, 
Goering and Goebbels permit.

We are in for a great fight to 
protect our liberty. But liberty will 
be a mockery and democracy a 
myth unless we can preserve the 
right to think and listen, read, talk 
and write as free men. 


New Projector.

“America”—Iit Was Written by a 
College Boy! 


Most of us are unaware, when we 
sing the familiar strains of “Amer- 
ica,” that its dignified, beautiful 
lines were the composition of a col- 
lege student. It was while their 
author, Samuel Francis Smith, was 
attending Andover Teological Sem- 
inary (having previously studied at 
Harvard, class of 1829), that he 
wrote the words of this famous pa- 
triotic hymn. 

According to Smith’s own ac- 
count, he was asked to write a song 
for the July 4, 1832, celebration in 
the Park Street Church at Boston. 

Looking through a quantity of 
German song books for appropriate 
music, he came upon a tune which 
pleased him—God Save the King— 
for which he created the lines be- 
ginning My Country Tis of Thee— 
not learning till much later that 
the air was that of the British na- 
tional anthem. 

Dr. Smith was an eloquent Bap- 
tist pastor, a linguist, and author 
of historical, biographical and re- 
ligious works and poems; but it is
